uly 4th was another great day in Allandale. It started 
Je another of the remarkable parades that thousands 

have enjoyed for the last 46 years. Jugglers, walkers, 
strollers, tricycles, bicycles, wheel chairs, scooters, skates, 
motorcycles, carts, floats, cars, and horses made their way 
along Bullard between sidewalks lined with flag waving 
friends. The observers became participants as everyone gath- 
ered at the Gullett School playground for music, speeches, 
and celebration. From the costumes you could tell this was 
Austin, and from the friendly volunteers and supporters you 
knew it was Allandale. 

The parade collected itself up and down Bullard & White 
Rock about 8:30 in the morning. Pedestrians in one area and 
vehicles in the other. The sidewalks and curbs were crowded 
with spectators. Wanda Block passed out 600 flags to the 
crowd. At 9:00am a police motorcycle signaled the start and 
led a dozen or so antique and show cars to begin the parade. 
Our neighborhood policeman, Office Crowder, played the 
bagpipes in a uniform of APD blue and Scot’s plaid. A 
color guard led by John Knox followed, dressed in revolu- 
tionary period costumes. Then came floats, with the Hot 
Potato Queens. And both Boy and Girl Scouts with flags 
and banners. And a drum corps from Austin Symphonic 
Band in period dress with replica drums and a 13-star flag 
carried by Calvin Stence. There were the Gullett Anniversary 
Marchers. Then came a flood of people of all ages from 
about 2 weeks to over 90. They were costumed and decorat- 
ed to celebrate the day. They had pets of all kinds also 
‘done-up’ in red, white and blue. From Grover the Irish 
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Wolf Hound to bunnies in toy tanks. The end of the parade 
was a horse patrol. 

At Gullett the crowd found refreshments and joined a cer- 
emony of patriotic music, speeches, and the announcement 
of winners in the various costume and vehicle decoration 
contests. Amy’s had a truck of ice cream to dispense. Jim- 
Jim’s sold mango ice and other flavors of goodness, with a 
donation to ANA. 

The Scouts presented the Colors and Steve Morris led the 
crowd in the Pledge of Allegiance. Then the group sang the 
Star Spangled Banner and America the Beautiful, led by 
Steve Morris and his wonderful voice. Representative Elliott 
Naishtat spoke briefly and eloquently. Mrs. Dania Cardenas, 
a visitor from Havana, Cuba, was recognized. The band, 
organized by McCallum student Luke Stence, accompanied 
the singing and continued a concert following the award pre- 
sentations. 

The awards recognized some of the costumes and decora- 
tions. They included Ben Napier and the Nichols Family for 
Bikes; Nate Sanford dressed as Ben Franklin; Anna Grace 
Salter in a Mother/Daughter pair; Jake & Emmi Anderson

for their wagon; the Reeves Triplets’ stroller; Lloyd Koenig for his Model-A;

hree zoning issues: Subdividing the lot on 6100 Bull 

Creek, Dry Dock Seafood permit request for a late night 
hours permit, and rezoning of a Montview Street lot from 
single family residence to commercial comprised the bulk of 
the August meeting discussion. What follows are the minutes 
from the July 26, 2006 ANA Executive Committee Meeting. 


Gretchen Vaden called the meeting to order. The fol- 
lowing items were discussed: 

(1) Zoning issue—6100 Bull Creek Recap: Allan McMurty 
and several neighbors are looking into the request by the 
owner to resub the lot at 6100 Bull Creek (divide the existing 
lot to make two lots). Patrick Manley, Executive Committee 
member and neighbor, spoke with the owner—his plans are to 
build a 2100+ sq ft courtyard home on each of the two lots. 

July 26 update: Mark Herron submitted a plan to the city 
to resub/divide the lot at 6100 Bull Creek to the Zoning and 
Platting Commission on July 18th. Neighbors spoke at the 
meeting voicing their concerns over impervious cover, 
flooding and drainage. The Commission suggested that the 
neighbors involve the neighborhood association to mediate 
the differences and return to Zoning and Platting on Aug 
15. The neighborhood association offered to participate in 
June when learning of this issue with the lot but at that time 
the neighbors weren’t ready to move forward. This week 
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several neighbors expressing their concerns about the resub 
contacted the neighborhood association. The neighborhood 
association invited Mark Herron, the owner of the lot and 
Allandale resident, to come to the Executive Committee 
meeting July 26 and present his plans. Mark purchased 6100 
and 6102 Bull Creek. He has remodeled and sold the home 
at 6102 Bull Creek and had plans to renovate the existing 
home at 6100 Bull Creek but it was beyond repair and has 
been demolished. 

Originally there were three parcels, only two of which 
were large enough for homes. Between the two homes was a 
small pie shaped piece of land. Mark straightened the prop- 
erty line between 6102 and the pie shaped piece of land - 
the straightening did not change the lot’s street frontage, 
only the back portion of the lot. This has been approved by 
the city. 6102 Bull Creek has street frontage of 80’. The 
resub of 6100 will leave one lot with street frontage of 75’ 
and a total of 10,700 sq ft; the second section of the lot will 
have a street frontage of 67’ and a total of 9,700 sq ft. Each 
lot meets the original deed restrictions and is larger than the 
standard City of Austin SF2 (single family) lot zoning 
requitements. 

Mark is planning a 2500 sq ft courtyard style home on the 
smaller lot and a 2700 sq ft home on the larger of the two 
lots, keeping in mind setbacks and making sure these homes 
are compatible with the surrounding homes. There is a ques- 
tion as to the parameters used by the city to determine that 
impervious cover is not a problem for these two lots. Mark 
said he is willing to work with the neighbors to reduce 
impervious cover and to consider adding rainwater harvest-

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ing to the home. City staff has studied the 
flooding/drainage issues in this area. In Dec 2003 the city 
held a meeting concerning this problem at Covenant 
Presbyterian. At that time they said money for the remedia- 
tion of the drainage ditch between Bull Creek and 
Woodview would be part of the 2006 Bond Election. The 
storage facility on Burnet Rd is a large part of the flood- 
ing/ drainage issue. 

The Executive Committee will call a special meeting 
August 7th @ 7PM Yarbrough Library, to bring all parties 
together prior to the Aug 15th Zoning and Platting 
Commission meeting to try and work out a compromise 
between Mark Herron and the neighbors. 


(2) Zoning issue—Drydock Seafood 5800 Burnet Rd 
Recap: Drydock Seafood (formerly Asian Buffet/Romeo’s/ 


Pancho’s) is pursuing a permit to allow it to remain open 
until 2 am. The Allandale Executive Committee has sent a 
letter to the city opposing the late hours. Allandale does not 
have a neighborhood plan in place, which could restrict late 
hour permits. This will be addressed during the neighbor- 
hood planning process. To date, Knight Real Estate Corpor- 
ation, the owner of the shopping center, has not been 
responsive to neighborhood problems, which include light- 
ing, noise, parking behind the building, trash, and vagrants. 
Per Drydock’s representative, Monica Moore, the owner is 
talking about posting the area behind the building as a tow 
away zone, and there will be no back entrance to the restau- 
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rant for patrons or employees. She also stated that she felt 
the owner would be willing to stipulate in the lease that there 
would be no live music in the restaurant, other than karaoke. 

Employee parking will be at the front of the parking lot 
along Burnet Rd. There is a front patio for smoking only. 
No one on the patio will be served food or alcohol, in keep- 
ing with TABC guidelines. 

HEB has a restriction in their lease stating there can’t be a 
cocktail lounge in the shopping center, so over 51% of the 
sales at Drydock have to be from food. Drydock is designed 
for casual seafood dining. Jane Ross, a neighbor behind the 
center, will set up a meeting with Gail Johnson, the owner of 
Drydock. 

July 26 update by Jane Ross: Jane met with Gail 
Johnson to discuss neighborhood concerns and Gail’s plan 
for Drydock. Jane discussed the neighborhood concerns 
with a late night permit and problems associated with the 
center management company, Knight Real Estate 
Corporation. Gail discussed his plans for the restaurant. 
Initially, Jane didn’t feel that there would be room for com- 
promise. But after their discussion of neighborhood con- 
cerns with the management of the center and the list of 
complaints the neighborhood would like addressed, Jane felt 
that there could be room for compromise between Gail and 
the neighborhood. The neighborhood association would like 
to see a win-win resolution. John Keohane is skeptical that 
the other neighbors would be willing to compromise. 


3) Zoning issue—5513 Montview Recap: this is a deep 
SF2 lot behind commercial property on Burnet Rd. The

owner is requesting that 2/3 of the lot that backs into the 
Burnet Rd commercial property be changed from SF2 to CS 
(commercial services) with a conditional overlay, leaving the 
remaining small section of the lot on Montview SF2. 

July 26 update: Ann Young said the businesses along 
Burnet are moving closer to the single-family lots in the 
neighborhood. She said the city seems to accept the histori- 
cal line separating commercial and residential along Burnet 
Rd and she thinks the staff recommendation will be to deny 
the zoning change. Pat motioned that the Executive 
Committee send a letter to city staff opposing the zoning 
change from SF2 to CS. Wendy seconded the motion. All 
voted in favor of the motion. 


(4) Planning Process—Next Steps Gretchen will invite 


Mark Walters, Zoning Commission, and Brewster 
McCracken, City Council Member, to the Oct. neighbor- 
hood planning/executive committee meeting to answer 
questions related to the planning process, 
Allandale/Highland Park West Balcones Area NA bound- 
aries, and what teeth the plan will have once it is in place. As 
it stands now, part of Allandale is included in the Rosedale 
neighborhood planning area. Major roadways, as opposed to 
the actual neighborhood boundaries, divide planning areas. 


(5) Deed Restrictions, Street Frontage, and Resubs 


General questions were raised before and during the execu- 
tive committee meeting as to how many lots in Allandale 
have street frontage of at least 100’ and is there a way to 
determine all the deed restrictions that apply in Allandale. 
Does Allandale want to consider how to approach resubs as 
a part of the neighborhood planning process? 


6) Timing of Neighborhood Planning Process Steve 
Zettner stated a number of businesses along Burnet are in 
the process of being sold, and by the time Allandale finishes 


the neighborhood planning process it will be too late for a 
number of these properties. Gretchen asked Steve if he 
would set up a Burnet Rd committee to go out and talk to 
developers along Burnet Rd. Several people offered to help 
Steve in this process. 


(7) North Burnet/Gateway Planning Meeting The North 


Burnet/Gateway planning area comprises 2300 acres bor- 
dered by 183, Braker, MoPAC, Walnut Creek and Metric. 
The area is larger than downtown Austin and UT. This is a 
combined effort of Austin citizens, business owners, the 
City of Austin and a team of land planners, urban designers 
and transportation consultants. It is envisioned that this area 
would become a mixed used development to include both 
commercial and retail businesses, as well as multi-family 
dwellings. This area has a proposed population of 25,000 
residents; at present there are only a handful of 
apartment/condo complexes in this area. There is a Capital 
Metro rail station and a proposed ASA rail station in this 
area. The planning effort is underway so that a neighbor- 
hood/development plan will be in place before the area 
becomes too developed. As you can see by driving down 
MoPAG, the development in this area has already begun. 
The projections are to have the plan to city council for their 
approval by the end of the year. 


(8) Upcoming Newsletter There was a brief discussion of 


articles for the September newsletter. 


(9) August Executive Committee Meeting The library has 
moved the Allandale August meeting to Aug 30th @ 7 pm - 


so this meeting will be an Executive Committee meeting 
only.

There have been three meetings this month concerning 
design concepts for the North Burnet/Gateway area held by 
City of Austin planners and Land Design Studios, as well as 
other consultants. The meetings are held at the Holiday Inn, 
MoPAC/183. The Thursday evening meetings have been 
informational. The Saturday meeting had about 45 partici- 
pants representing different areas of Austin, which were bro- 
ken up into six groups. At the end of the day, each group 
came up with a design for what they would like to see happen 
in the North Burnet/Gateway area. This is just the beginning 
phase for this area. There will be more meetings and input 
before this is presented to the city council. Frances Allen, 
Joyce Basciano, Sylvia Benini, and Kay Newell represented 
MoNAC and their respective Neighborhood Associations.

Loopi/MOPAC Corridor Project Update presented 
by the Loop 1 Study Project Team - John Kelly, DMJM 
Harris and Mark Herber, TxDOT 

The sample sound walls are a couple of months behind 
schedule. The funding for the sample sound walls may have 
to come from TxDOT’s next fiscal year, which begins in 
September. The 3-D computer modeling is almost finished 
and will be a part of the overall environmental study. By the 
fall of 2006, they should have a better understanding of 
where the study stands. In 4-6 weeks the Aesthetics 
Advisory Committee will begin. This committee will be led 
by John Kelly and will be broadly representative of Austin 
Loop 1 corridor users. They are taking the previous MoPAC 
studies and updating them with current information, making 
sure every aspect meets CAMPO, FHWA and NEPA guide- 
lines. Also part of the Phase 1 study will be one managed 
lane in each direction. South of 2222 part of the ROW will 
involve sharing Union Pacific’s ROW. Preliminary discus- 
sions ate under way with Union Pacific’s San Antonio 
Regional Area office. Consideration is being given to ASA 
Intermunicipal Rail! District plans, so as not to interfere with 
ASA’s plans for the Union Pacific tracks. TxDOT and 
DMJM Harris will be holding two Open Houses in 
September, potential dates Sept 19 & 21, location to be 
decided at a later date. Follow-up Open Houses will be in 
Dec. TxDOT/DMJM will be presenting an informational 
briefing to CAMPO on Aug 14. A brief introduction to the 
Loop 1 study was presented to the CAMPO Technical 
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Advisory Committee on June 28th. TxDOT/DMJM are 
developing a website which should be online in late summer. 
Noise Education Forums will begin in October for property 
owners whose property backs into the MoPAC ROW. The 
Hill Group is starting a random telephone survey of users 
of the Loop 1 corridor. They will be placing 600 calls, look- 
ing for input on corridor uses and concerns. The general 
feedback from the one-on-one surveys has been positive. 
The earliest start date for the sound walls is 2008 assuming 
funding is in place. Per CAMPO guidelines, no additional 
ROW will be taken from the neighborhoods, but rather 
Loop 1 will share ROW with Union Pacific. The walls will 
be concrete with noise mitigation & anti-graffiti coatings. 
TxDOT sound wall standards are higher than Federal stan- 
dards. The sound walls will be funded 80% Federal dollars 
and 20% State dollars; no city funds will be involved. The 
walls will be between 183 and the 1st/5th street interchange. 
The sound wall section along Great Northern is the only 
section that won’t involve the TxDOT ROW. Since 
TxDOT’s ROW is west of Union Pacific, TxDOT/DMJM 
will work with the city to have the walls placed on city ROW 
which is east of Union Pacific. The sound walls are noise 
barriers, which will help mitigate but not eliminate train 
noise. The Governor’s office has started an initiative to 
move through-freight out of Texas cities, beginning with 
Austin and San Antonio. 


ASA Intermunicipal Commuter Rail District update 
presented by Alison Schulze, www.asarail.org 

The feasibility study conducted in 1999 shows that a com- 
muter rail is both reasonable and feasible for the district. 
http://www.asarail.org/feasibility In 2002 the Austin San 
Antonio Intermunicipal Rail district was established by the 
legislature; it has no taxing authority. ASA is completing an 
alternatives analysis study of the 100 miles from 
Georgetown—starting at the abandoned MoKAN site, and 
continuing to south San Antonio. The Governor’s rail initia- 
tive will move through-freight east of Austin by 2010, possi- 
bly near SH130. Through-freight comprises 75-80% of the 
trains on Union Pacific’s lines in Austin. The remaining 
freight trains, considered local freight, and Amtrak would 
share the Union Pacific lines in Austin with ASA. ASA now 
has to define its ridership for the express and local trains. 
Potential future stations, including one at 35th St, are under

discussion. http://www.asatail.org/map Carter Burgess con- 
sultant’s 2005 study recommends 2 kiss and rides, 3 bus bays 
and 90 parking spaces for the proposed station at 35th St 
and MoPac. The proposed parking would be in the TxDOT 
parking lot by 35th St. This will depend on TxDOT leasing 
ot selling their Jackson Avenue campus (Camp Hubbard), 
which at this point is not a given. The State School, Camp 
Mabry and 2222 have been ruled out as potential station 
sites. Based on the 2004 feasibility study by Texas 
Perspectives, Inc, the projected ridership will be 3.2 million 
riders per year. A macro study showing growth in per capita 
income & growth in tax base, as well as a micro study show- 
ing impact within 1/4 mile of each station, are being con- 
ducted. There is no prototype station; each will meet the 
design requirements of the area without threatening the 
adjoining neighborhoods. The ASA 2006 objectives are to 
reach an agreement with Union Pacific, complete the envi- 
ronmental process, and determine funding—capital, opera- 
tion costs, and main costs. The projected plan shows a start 
date of 2010-2012.

T zoning committee is open to all. Come join us. You 
can get on the email list by emailing me: keohane@prodi- 
gynet Please include your name, address, and a phone num- 
ber. I expect to be able to reach zoning committee members 
mostly by email, and infrequently by phone. 

Weve had four zoning committee meetings since I became 
zoning chair, by appointment, at the beginning of this year. 
Weve also done a lot by email, and, infrequently, by phone. 

Our most important work, as a zoning committee, is to be 
aware of and encourage interest in various zoning requests. 
Because we do not yet have an official City of Austin neigh- 
borhood plan, those requests are considered by the city 
Zoning and Platting Commission, which meets the 1st and 
3rd ‘Tuesdays each month in the City Council Chambers in 
City Hall. There’s free parking in the city garage in that 
building. The #3 bus goes within about four blocks. 


Some recent issues that have been of concern to neigh- 
bors, going south to north: 

1. 5513 Montview. Lot is residential, on a residential street. 
Applicant owns that lot, plus the one backing up on it on the 
west side of Burnet Road. Applicant has asked that the back 
2/3 of the Montview lot be rezoned from single family resi- 
dential to commercial. ANA Executive Committee has taken 
a stand against the rezoning. 

2. 5800 Burnet (shopping center near the HEB) at 
Allandale Road. Restaurant and bar. Lessee could go to mid- 
night, without any variance. Lessee is asking for a variance, 
to go till 2 a.m. ANA Executive Committee has taken a 
stand against that variance. Close neighbors are very much 
opposed, and 40 have signed a petition. 

3. 6100 Bull Creek. Replatting of a large lot, to two lots, 


for building two family homes. Local neighbors have organ- 
ized against this, and got a postponement from the July 18 to 
the August 15 meeting of the Zoning and Platting 
Commission. ANA Executive Committee has not been asked 
to take a stand on this one. 

Three things, not part of the zoning committee, relate 
closely to zoning: 

1. Restrictions on single family and duplex development 
(the “McMansions” ordinance) passed city council in perma- 
nent form. A key here is that it restricts development in 
most of Allandale to .4 floor to area ratio (FAR). If the lot is 
10,000 sq. ft., the former restrictions allowed building an 
8000 or mote sq. ft. house, as long as one kept within the 35 
feet height, and the required setbacks. In some areas of 
Allandale there are deed restrictions, already in place, on 
building a second story, but these restrictions are not 
enforced by the city and neighbors may have to hire a lawyer 
and go to court to enforce them. Now a 10,000 sq. ft. lot is 
limited to a 4,000 sq. ft. house. I, as an individual, supported 
these limits. These are enforced by the city. 

2. Neighborhood planning, for an Allandale Neighbor-hood 
plan, has started with meetings prior to the executive commit- 
tee meetings at the Yarborough branch library on Hancock. We 
had our first meetings in June and July. Because of library 
repaving in August, and our general meeting including election 
of executive committee members in September, our next meet- 
ing is 6 p.m. on Wednesday, October 25. 

3. Code enforcement in Austin is mainly complaint driven. 
My suggestion, here, is to contact the city: 
www.ciaustin.tx.us/sws/sws_info.cfm. For more information

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ANA Forms Liaison Team for 
Burnet Rd. Developers

ith four or more development projects set to reshape 

Burnet Rd. over the coming three years, the ANA 
Neighborhood Planning Committee at its meeting 7/26/06 
created a liaison group to reach out to developers. 

The Planning Committee mandated the liaison group to 
contact property owners and developers along Burnet Rd. to 
determine their development timeline, and to invite them to 
present their plans to the Committee. 

The liaison group will also research ideas for integrating 
commercial development along Burnet Rd. in ways that ben- 
efit both developers and area residents. 

“Allandale has an extraordinary opportunity to influence 
development along the entire Burnet Rd. corridor,” said 
Steven Zettner, a member of the new working group. “We 
hope that by acting early in the development process, we can 
get lots of good ideas into the blueprints in a cost-effective 
manner.” 

Committee members urged the liaison group to be concil- 
iatory in approaching developers. “Work with them and build 
trust,” said Gretchen Vaden, Planning Committee member 
and ANA President. 

The Planning Committee decided to launch the liaison 
group even though city planning officials have warned that 
the official planning process may be delayed well into 
2007. “Rosedale, BrykerWoods, and other neighborhoods are

ahead of us on the planning process list,’ Vaden told the 
Committee. “City planning staff told me they can’t give a 
reliable estimate of when Allandale might start—the plan- 
ning schedule is at the mercy of city council priorities.” 

Northcross Mall, Farmer’s Market, the Frisco Restaurant, 
and the PuttPutt mini-golf course are Burnet Rd. properties 
known to be on the market or with development plans 
underway. Other properties were developed or upgraded in 
the last year, including Amy’s Ice Cream, the Buford Center, 
and the Roger Beasley dealership. 

Ideas on the table for Burnet Rd. include improved pedes- 
trian and biking routes, better signage and landscaping, more 
discrete parking lots, less intrusive noise and lighting, and even 
marketing or promotional support of local businesses. +%

ould you allow people you know nothing about to make 

decisions about your family, your finances, your health care 
decisions, etc? Of course not. Amazingly, half or more people 
do just that by failing to cast their vote for or against issues and 
candidates that determine the quality of our schools, safety, envi- 
ronment, health, transportation and the taxes we pay to fund 
these government services. About 90% of us failed to vote in 
the recent city council elections. Election officials predict that 
more than half will delegate their voices to strangers in this 
yeat’s federal, state and local elections by not voting, 

My goal is to prove those election officials wrong. The 
first step is to get people registered to vote. Travis County 
citizens are pretty good about registering to vote but there 
are many people who have recently moved to Travis County 
ot who have put off registering for whatever reason. Many 
others don’t realize that if your current address is not on 
your yellow voter registration card, you need to re register. In 
2004 more than 55,000 new voter registrations were recetved 
and 30,000 more people re-registered to change their 
addresses. Voter registration cards can be obtained at numer- 
ous locations including The Travis County Courthouse at 
11th and Guadalupe, Travis County Tax Office at 5501 
Airport, city libraries and the League of Women Voters. 
Voter cards can also be downloaded from the County Tax 
office www.traviscountytax.org and the Secretary of State. It 
is estimated that 100,000 or more of our neighbors are eligi- 
ble to register but have not done so. The deadline to register 
to vote for the November election is October 10. 

With so many important issues hanging in the balance in 
Congress, the Texas Legislature, the Courthouse and City 
Hall, many people have decided to become more involved in 
our democracy. Volunteer deputy registrar’s will be working 
registration booths and canvassing neighborhoods to register 
voters. In order to register voters, a person has to receive 
some basic training and be deputized. I am authorized to 
train and deputize people in Travis County. I have already 
deputized about 100 people this year and am available to 
attend neighborhood meetings and other gatherings to depu- 
tize those who want to help their community or precinct 
achieve a higher voter turnout. 

President Kennedy once said, “The ignorance of one voter 
in a democracy impairs the security of all.” Jean Nathan said, 
“Bad officials are elected by good people who do not vote.” 
With all the rights afforded to us by our American Constitution 
and Bill of Rights comes the responsibility of citizenship. Just 
as we would insist on making our own decisions about our 
families, we should be as vigilant about participating in the 
deliberations and decisions of our democracy. +%

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Dog Talk: Responsible Breeder 


or Backyard Breeder?

ou know that I do lots of dog rescue. I focus on two breeds, 

Airedale terriers and basenjis and I am a member of the 
national breed clubs for each breed. I do not breed dogs at all, 
but many members of the breed clubs do. Each breed club has a 
Code of Ethics that members are expected to adhere to. Some 
of these address the expectations for a responsible breeder. 

Backyard breeders are people who have a male and female 
and make puppies. It is as simple as that. My biggest concern 
about these folks is that they typically do not ensure their 
pups are spayed/neutered; there is no rigorous health testing, 
and they provide no safety net for the dogs they produce 
over the lives of the dogs. 

I am fortunate to count a number of responsible breeders 
as friends and I admire the care, forethought, planning and 
dedication they put into the breeding of their dogs. 

It is common to hear from lay people that they don’t want to 
go to a fancy breeder because they don’t want a show dog; they 
want a pet. I understand the thought process, but I thought it 
might be instructive to share why it might serve you and your 
family well to consider some of what a responsible breeder does. 

First, a responsible breeder is focused on breeding a dog with 
excellent health and temperament, and adherence to the breed 
standard. They are not interested in making the tiniest boxer 
possible or the biggest Chihuahua possible (I just made up 
these examples). But there is a common drive among backyard

breeders to create dogs on either extreme of the standard size. 
Sadly, many of these dogs end up having structural problems 
that affect their health—-including dental problems (small jaws, 
crowded teeth, twisted jaws and related digestive problems), 
problems with hips and the spine, and problems with knees. 

The breed standard is important because it does address a 
variety of issues that contribute to a dog that can move well 
through life. People who do not understand the underlying 
genetic problems that can emerge when certain matings occur 
can end up producing dogs with a myriad of health problems. 

A responsible breeder would not breed a dog that had not 
been CERF’ed (Canine Eye Registry Foundation) and the 
dogs’ eyes are tested throughout their lives. Nor would they 
consider a dog for breeding unless it had been OFA’ed 
(Orthopedic Foundation for Animals). This is a comprehensive 
set of x-rays of hips and elbows and even more depending on 
the breed. The dogs are rated as Excellent, Good, Fair, and 
Poor. The reputable breeder will look at the results of multiple 
generations on both sides of a pedigree before considering a 
dog for breeding. And the first set of x-rays is not done before 
the dogs are 2 years of age when their skeletons are developed. 
Of course, they do lots of screening related to genetic diseases, 
too. The responsible breeder will proudly show you these test 
results. A reputable breeder will not include a dog of question- 
able temperament in their breeding program. 

A reputable breeder will sign a contract with you stipulating 
that the dog must come back to them at any time if you can- 
not keep the dog—they remain responsible for every dog they 
produce and some put any funds from a purchase into an ear- 
marked account where it stays for years to ensure funds are 
available to help with that dog’s care for the rest of its life. 
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The reputable breeder will typically have a clause in the con- 
tract arranging for the return of the dog if health issues arise 
and they will be there to help you with their expertise on 
behavioral issues. You become part of their extended family. 

Another important issue—a reputable breeder will typical- 
ly keep the pups until at least ten weeks of age to insure they 
have learned important lessons such as bite inhibition from 
their mom and their littermates. A pup removed from the lit- 
ter at 6 or 7 weeks typically doesn’t have the opportunity to 
learn this critical lesson the normal way. 

Often what they charge for a pup is in the same range as 
what is charged by a backyard breeder who will tell you ”the 
dogs ate AKC.” Remember, AKC registration does not 
address health issues at all. 

Let me know if you would like to talk more. I have talked 
about breeders, but you all know I love for folks to get a res- 
cue <smile>. As always, there is never any charge for any- 
thing I do for dogs and their people.. <%

Shoal Creek Greenbelt 
Needs Our Help!

he Shoal Creek Greenbelt in the Allandale neighbor- 

hood needs our help. Please come to the September 
27 meeting of the neighborhood association and let us know 
if you think this is a priority the association should allocate 
money. Also come if you would like to help with volunteer 
work necessary to get things done. It’s our greenbelt and we 
are the only ones who can do something about it. How 
about it? Will your 

Most residents of Allandale who have driven down Shoal 

Creek between Koenig and 45th Street are aware of how heav- 
ily infested with ball moss the trees in the greenbelt in that area 
have become. It became especially clear how bad things were 
this past winter when the leaves were off the trees. This spring 
a committee was formed to try and address the problem. We 
worked in partnership with the Parks and Recreation 
Department staff. While the greenbelt is under the umbrella of 
the department, there is essentially no budget available for tree 
work in gteenbelts. Its top responsibility is to keep tree limbs 
and foliage from streets and pedestrian pathways that cause 
safety hazards. That takes up over 90% of the tree budget. The 
Parks Department was willing to give us one day of work on 
deadheading trees (cutting out the dead wood where much of 


the ball moss is) in return for a promise that the community 
would do its share of solving the problem. That day happened 
August 4 when Jay Culver, Urban Forester for the department, 
brought his whole crew of seven arborists and Max Moore 
(director in charge of general cleanup in the greenbelt) sent 
two of his men. They accomplished a great amount of work 
for one day clearing 50 trees. The total number of trees that 
needed deadheading was approximately 190. 

After trying unsuccessfully to get funding from Keep 
Austin Beautiful and the Austin Parks Foundation, the com- 
mittee presented preliminary findings to the ANA Board 
with the hope that the Association would fund all or part of 
the ball moss cleanup. The board wants public input 
from residents at the ANA General Meeting on September 
27 to see if people feel this is how they would like to spend 
Association money. It was also requested that someone give 
an overview of all problems associated with our green- 
belt. Following is a list of what has been accomplished 
toward that aim to date: 

1. A friend told me he eliminated the ball moss on his five 
acres of trees using 2 tablespoons of potassium bicarbonate to 
a gallon of water and adding a drop of a surfectant to get it to 
stick. The problem is the city couldn’t spray this because it is 
not approved for use on ball moss by the Environmental 
Protection Agency. I have gotten an agreement from Todd 
Watson (ball moss expert and researcher at A&M) that he will 
do a study to test this approach if we come up with the fund-

ing. The president of Bioworks (a company that produces 
Milstop which is basically the above mentioned formula) will 
donate the Milstop for the study and will also hire the consult- 
ant to go to the EPA with the study to get them to add Ball 
Moss to the list of already approved uses. He thinks this could 
be done within six months of having the study results. Todd 
has a sample of the Milstop and will do a small preliminary test 
this fall, which will tell us if the test is viable. If it works, then 
the actual study will cost somewhere between $500-5000. If the 
EPA approves this, it will allow for a very cost effective way to 
treat ball moss in public lands in the future. Warren Straus, 
Director of Parks and Recreation told me that if this happens 
and the watershed protection folks agree that it is safe to spray, 
he will add it to future city parks budgets. 

If the study is a go, then we will have to come up with the 
money. In this case, since it will help all the neighborhood 
parks, we can ask the other neighborhood associations to 
help fund the project. 

2. Syd Mourning of Good Morning Tree Company has 
given us a bid to do the rest of the deadheading in the 
park. He also included getting all the trees along the street 
perfectly clear of ball moss, and maybe most of the rest of 
the trees as well. He will do this in four days for a total cost 
of $4400. This is a fabulous price. 

3. An arborist from TreeFolks, a non-profit organization that 
helps to grow the urban forest, will walk the greenbelt with me 
on August 16 to give us his assessment of what other problems 
the trees may be having, For example, we are already aware that 
some of the root flares on some trees ate covered with dirt, 
thus creating a serious challenge to their survival. Information 
will be shared at the September 27 meeting. 

4. Mike Lyday (ecologist and specialist in waterways pro- 
tection) with the Watershed Protection Department will 
come and walk the greenbelt on August 14 to give us ideas 
of how we could help protect the greenbelt from further 
erosion and flood damage. This would come in the form of 
certain plants and grasses. Information will be 
available at the September 27 meeting. 

Again, please come to the meeting and support 
the committee on getting our greenbelt looking 
more beautiful. It is up to attendees to encourage 
the board of this worthwhile project.. Without 
out efforts, deterioration will continue. %

f you want to find out what is troubling people in

serve. The listserve is an email group that allows you to read 
postings emailed from others in the group and post topical 
emails for others to read.

The listserve is moderated so if someone posts something 
inappropriate, the listserve moderator can take away that per- 
son’s posting privileges. I don’t know if there has ever been 
the need. There are postings that I have no interest in and 
times when a topic seems to go on forever... snooze. But

Occasionally, you'll see a posting from someone wanting 
to take it off list, meaning they’re not interested in the topic 
dominating the listings.

For those that complain 
about the listserve’s messages cluttering their inboxes, I sug- 
gest creating an email folder to collect the listserve’s emails. 
This separates the listserve postings from the rest of your 
email. I subscribe to 5 or 6 other listserves, two of which are 
the adjoining neighborhood listserves, Rosedale and 
Brentwood. I don’t have the time to go through them all in 
one sitting. Consequently, Pve created separate folders for 
each and go through them as I have time.
